Cunnea for mayor, Pierce L. Andersen 
for clerk, and Robert H. Howe -for 
treasurer—was unopposed. The party 
vote has not been tabulated. 

The total vote cast, probably due 
largely to the fine weather, exceeded 
all predictions. There were 301,000 Re- 
publican ballots, and 166,388 Demo- 
cratic mayoralty ballots recorded, a 
total of 466,346. The highest forecast 
was 450,000. 

G. 0. P. Nominee Talks. 

After the results became known, Mr. 
Lueder made this statement: 

“I want to express my deep grati- 
tude to the people of Chicago in the 
Republican party for the confidence 
they have expressed in me. I also want 
to express my gratitude to the citizens’ 
mayoralty committee and other groups 
that have supported me. 

“I conducted a primary campaign 
which did not attempt to persecute any 
faction. I will conduct an election 
campaign which will not attempt to 
blacken any party.

“On that policy and without being

The total vote on mayor apparently 
was lighter than the total cast in the 
numerous aldermanic contests in the 
wards, as had been forecast.

dle.” He also displayed unexpected 
optimism regarding conditions in Eu- 
rope which was reflected in a speech 
by Prime Minister Bonar Law to a 
delegation of miners about a domestic 
trade revival 

“Zosing Ancient Self-Confidence?” 

Referring to the question of Great 
Britain withdrawing from various ter- 
‘ritories, Lord Curzon said: 

“TI sometimes wonder whether we 
are in danger of losing something of 
our ancient self-confidence and self- 
respect or willingness to run risks, 
dare greatly and do greatly for great 
ends. Flag wagging for the mere sake 
of showing union jacks has long since 
ceased to have any attraction for the 
British race, but I confess that I am 
rather shocked when sometimes I take 
-up my papers in the morning and read 
an ajynost piteous appeal to the British 
people to withdraw from everywhere; 
from the Rhine, Constantinople, the 
straits, Jerusalem and Bagdad. 

“I have no personal sympathy with 
this policy of universal skedaddle. I 
am old enough in public life to remem- 
ber many cases where in deference to 
popular clamor we have withdrawn. I 
have seen British arms and influence 
withdrawn from Egypt, the Sudan, 
Transvaal, and parts of the northwest- 
ern frontier, and after a lapse of only 
a few years at the expense of untold 
blood and’ treasure we have had to 
go back again. There are places from 
where we ought to withdraw, but I 
would like to be cautious about it. 
We had better stay a little longer than 
go too soon.” 

Expects Turkish Peace. 

Referring to the Turkish situation, 
Lord Curzon said the questions at 
Lausanne were now being discussed at 
Angora by the peace and war parties 
and he believed that the peace party, 
to which his former colleague, Ismet 
Pasha, belonged, would prevail. 

Comparing the Europe of today with 

the Europe after the battle of Water- 
loo, Lord Curzon said that in many re- 
spects the continent had made a better 
recovery in this century. Referring 
to the British situation he said the 
nation’s revenues covered its expendi- 
tures, the debt was being steadily re- 
duced, stocks were appreciating, the 
exchange was rising, and exports had 
almost reached their pre-war level.

Parker and a former senator, the Hon. Leroy 
Percy, have come to Chicago to tell us of the 
Ku Klux Kian in the south. Their testimony ‘is 
impressive and summarizes conditions tragically, 
illustrated in Morehouse county and deplored in- 
deed by every intelligent American: 

Gov. Parker says truly that the klan has a 
perfect right to organize for any lawful purpose 
and we should gay that it has a perfect right, if it 
sees fit, to exclude from the privilege of mem- 
bership any individual or class. It has a right also 
to have a secret ritual and secret ceremonies. The 
klan is not the only society to draw religious lines 
or race lines. It is not the only secret society. 
The country is full of such societies, and a good 
deal of the violent talk in the north against the 
kian for its secrecy and for its religious and race 
discriminations comes from men who themselves 
belong to organizations that are secret or that draw 
G@istinctions of race or:religion. Some of these 
men who talk loftily of American principles are 
professional exploiters of race sentiment or of 
religious affiliation: In considering the problems 
raised by certain activities of the klan, notorious in 
the southern states, it is the part of common 
gense for the public to make due allowance for the. 
animus of such selfish exploiters. 

But Gov. Parker and Senator Percy are not of 

sort. They are both sincere Americans who 
believe in American principles of toleration and in 
the common brotherhood of American citizenship. 
When they warn us from their knowledge and expe- 
rience of the klan’s objects and activities in Louisi. 
ena we have reason to give serious heed. “No 
organization,” as Gov. Parker says, “ has the right 
to work under cover of darkness, hoods, and 
masks, to commit crimes and outrages that take 
us back to the middle ages of barbarism.”

HOT AIR FURNACES. 

tH. B. M. writes:* “ It seems to me that 
you might do a lot of your readers a great 
deal of good by telling them how to in- 
stall a hot air furnace, with reference 
to taking a part of the air supply from 
the déutside of the house. I am sure 
that it would be well worth an article 
from you on that subject. 

“T have used hot air furnaces for the 
last twenty-five years, and each was 
so installed that a part of the air intake 
was from the outside of the house. By 
this method the air in the house is 
al¥gays fresh and sweet whenever the 
furnace is used to heat the house. The 
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outside air comes into the furnace jacket | 


r a steady stream and gets out through 
dows and doors. This outside air is 
heated before it enters the rooms and 
is in no way objectionable to the oc- 
cupants. 

“T think that it is safe to say that 
99 out of 100 who have hot air fur- 
naces installed have them so installed 
as to take all of the air supply from 
the inside of the house, and they are 
talked into this method by the fur- 


nace man who installs them. He tells’ 


them that is the only satisfactory way 
and that if they have them installed 
so as to take a part of the air from 
the outside that the furnace will not 
heat the house satisfactorily. The fur- 
nace man, as a rule, is an ignoramus 
on the laws of health and does not 
realize the importance of fresh air. 
“It is my opinion, from observation, 
that a hot air furnace, with all of its 
air supply from the inside, is the most 
vicious system.of heating known. The 
same foul air passes from the rooms 
back to the furnace and then back 
to the rooms, time after time, with no 
fresh air supply. The stové is bet- 
ter than this because the hot air that 
is drawn into the stove passes up 
the pipe and through the chimney out 
of the house and has to be replaced by 
additional air which comes in through 
cracks about doors and windows. There 
is some ventilation this way, although 
inadequate, but with the hot air fur- 
nacé’ with all of its intake air from 
the inside, there is Very little, if any, 
ventilation. 
“ Members of my family seldom have 
colds and Parely have coughs or throat 
troubles in the winter, and I attribute 
this fact to the manner the furnace is 
installed. At night we sleep in rooms

WISCONSIN REASONING ON THE 
NATIONAL GUARD, 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 22.—Evans’ ar- 

ticle in toiay’s TRIBUNE concerning the 


aetion of the assembly of the Wisconsin 
legislature in passing the bill to abolish 
the Wisconsin National Guard was, mild- 
ly speaking, “libelous.” This bill was 
recommended by the assembly state 
affairs committee by a vote of 8 to. 2, 
after a full and open hearing, at which 
only one person, Mrs. Van Ostrand of 
Madison, appeared in opposition, while 
scores of organizations and individuals 
appeared in favor of it. The vote cast 
for its passage in the assembly was over- 
whelming—65 to 14, and included Repub- 
licans af both the progressive and 
stalwart factions. This action of the 
assembly, as stated by Evans, was not a 
passage of a “ Socialist measure,” but 
was in fulfillment of the state Republican 
platform, which calls for the abolishment 
of “ militarism.” Both the Socialist and 
the Democratic platforms contained simi- 
lar planks. 

There is no excuse or justification for 
maintaining a state military organiza- 
tion, unless it is to prepare for war, and 
the fundamental principle of "emocratic 
Americanism is and always has been and 
always wi.) be the volunteer system of 
defense. If the National Guard is not 
maintained for war preparation, then the 
advocates of the Guard have failed tea 
offer anything in defense. Of course, the 
Guard has been used very advantageous- 
ly in strained industria] relations, but I 
have yet to find one case of that kind 
where the Guard was not called out to 
defeat the workers and aid the employers 
in winning the strike. It has always 
been simply a case of using the Guard tc 
enforce the rights of private property 
and to crush the human rights of the 
workers in their struggle for ot lla 
This is another reason why the Guard 
should be abolished. 


SHOULD NOT A WOMAN BE 
ALLOWED OVERTIME WORK! 


Chicago, Feb. 22.—There has been some 
discussion recently upon the subject of 
an eight hour day for women. This law 
would probably prevent women from 
working overtime. As an employé of 
the Illinois Bell Telephone company, I 
wish to express my objection to this pro- 
posed law. I am dependent for support 
upon my own earnings, and the overtime 
pay [time and a half) which I sometimes 
have the opportunity of earning means 
considerable to me. We work an eight 
hour day, and we are paid by <he 
hour, and we work overtime only in 
case of necessity. In the event of the 
passage of the above mentioned law, the 
company will need many more girls, and 
in case of shortage the service would 
suffer if employés are not permitted to 
work overtime. 

It seems unfair to propose such an arbi- 
trary law for such a diversity of condi- 
rtions. It would be well for those em. 
ployed to give this serious thought.
